London, Feb. 9. — Bum.?, Champion, 
Hyndman and Williams, four uf the ao- 
oialistB 'who inspired ycsterdny's riots, 
called this afternoon on Mr. Joseph 
OhumberlQin, preaideiU of the local gov- 
nrnmRnt. buard, at his ntlice. Mr. Cham- 
berlain declined tvi receive the sooialiats 
peraiinally.

Burns 
and his colleajjues thereupon drafted a 
statement of their wisheh. They said

Prolilbliiou. 

To THK Editou: — With rofornnco to the 
remarks made in your editorial columns 
on Sunday last, touching the failure 
prohibitory legislation in iowa,'rit is very 
cleair that the source from which you du- 
rived your information is not in harmony 
with tho views of at least a majority of 
that state. You enunciate the dueirino 
that because "a large number of the 
mi:s<es — both drinkers and noii-drinkiirs — 
are opposed to thu law," the minority are 
justified in settipt; the law at defianoe,^bii 
the ground' thaf' it la "an attempt at the 
invasion of private rights." In other 
"\yords, that so far as the liquor traliic is 
concerned ihe majority have no right to 
rule. The assertion that the prohibitory 
law in Iowa. is a failure, is doubtless enti- 
tled to no more credit than similar state- 
ments which are constantly being iterated 
and reiterated with regard to Maine, 
where the law has been in operation for 
more than a quarter of a century. In 
neither Maine not Iowa is it likely or 
reasonable tt>suppiiae, that the rum trade 
rt-ill or can bo abaolutely crushed out, any 
more than larceny or murder; but that the 
evil thereof can be reduced to a minimum, 
and rendered comparatively harmless, has 
been abundantly denionstrated by the op- 
eration of the law in Maine. A statement 
was recently made by some ono that in 
Portland; Maine, there are more saloons 
in proportion to the population than in 
the city of New York, to. which Dr. War- 
ren, the'edftor of the Chmtian'VVitoess, 
observes that taking' the word ''aaloOn" aa 
having the same meaning in both places, 
viz , places where Intoxioants are sold 
npt^nly without hindrance from the au- 
thorities. There is: "'1. Of such saloons 
in the city of Portland, there is not one. 
2. Uf hotels which have a public or private 
bar where liquors are dispensed, there is 
not one. 3 Of secret places where liquors 
are kept and sold with the knowledge and 
permission, tacit or otherwise, of the po- 
lice authorities, there is not ono. 4. Of 
such secret places, where yiolat)om of the 
law are practiced, i^nd where legal evi- 
dence thereof exists, but prosecutions are 
not institured through political or personal 
favor, there is not ono. 5' In all such 
secret places, the liquors which are kepi 
are uniformly conoeu.lcd in tho most hid- 
den and inaccessible spots thi^t are oy can 
bo 08n8tri;cted in the- premises, buried in 
the earth, behind cellar myalls,' in chim- 
neys, in receptacles built into partitions 
or between floors, under piles of wood or 
coal or ashes, in stables and hon roosta 
or pig styes, under manure heaps, and 
sometimes in privy vaults, connections 
with thoin being maintained through flexi- 
ble tubes furnished with stop-Qocks, etc. 
Ver^ frequently, indeed, the entire sup- 
plies are kept upon the persons of tho oc- 
cupants, male or female, in their pockets 
or clothing." With such facta before us 
in regard to Maine, is it not rather pre- 
mature to aaaert that prohibition is a 
failure in Iowa, because evil-diapoaed per 
sons refuse to be governed by ' the' law of 
the land 1 . , ,Ji.db Bibbon. .

Spectacular Display the 
. . .JLyccnm Tlieutre. ; 

Gcalhe'r:. "Faust,"' adapted, abcl ar- 
ranged' by Mr. W. F. Willis, was lately 

presented at a London theatre. Tho 
dramatic efforts aro worthy of but little 
mention as conii)arod with tho grand 
spectacular achieveinont. 

At tlie Lyceum, where the art of pro- 
ducipy plays luif been carried to the pitch 
of perfection, the performance on tho 
first night surpassed anything before at- 
tempted. Never bufoie was there placed 
on any stage such nianifestatioiia of 
Satanio power, such a plentiful displ.-ty uf 
infernal leiierdemain by the powers of 
durkiieaa — tho stago manager aooniod to 
pusBoss the-mngic wand of a necromancer 
and-all bis'-furmultjd^df 'conjuration'.'^ 
The poem and the opera are td' 
known that no introdiiclion is necessary. 
The. story of Margaret's fall furnishea, of 
course, tho motive of the play. To iMr. 
Willis's adaptation, the events le.tding up 
to the mooting of Fauat (Mr. Conway) 
and Margaret (Miss Ellen Terry) are 
Bhow'n'iif the form of a prologue^'and four 
acta are then devoted to Margaret's de- 
spair and nindneas — the terrible viaioti of 
thy "Miiy-duy night" — the duel between 
Valentino (Mr. Ale.'cander) and Faust, in 
which Mepliiatopholea (Henry Irving) 
plays a sinister part, and Faust's linal dis- 
appearance. The representation is aided 
by cunning electric oontrivances for pro- 
ducing flashes of fire iti unexpected spots 
and unexpected njoniouls, which were as 
diabolical as MephistopheluB hiinaelf could 
have wished, and were supernatural in 
their faiila-itic coiilrivance. In the duel 
scone science atepa in to invest the demon 
of the stage with a new and terrible at- 
tribute. Whenever Mephistnphales crosses 
his sword with that of 'Valentine there is 
a Hash of tiro— u continuous blazo of elec- 
tricily; and aa thia plioiiomoiicii will 
doubtless exercise the public mind we may 
as well state how it is produced. Valen- 
tino and Mephiatoplieles have each a 
metal plate under foot connected with a 
battery ; they have also metal soles to 
ihoir sillies, connected by a wire with 
their sword blades. As their swords 
touch au electric circuit ik com- 
pleted, and The continuuos di'chargo of 
electricity in caused liy tho edg« of tiie 
weapons having It-utli like a saw, each of 
which givo.s olV a «paik. Faust is not so 
equii)piHl; his .sword is liannlcss. Follow- 
ing upon this animaliMi incident, which 
occurs outside a church, comes a view of 
the church interior, the wall appearing to 
fado away before the spectator aud reveals 
th-; congregation at prayer, Margaret, now 
fallen from her stale of purity, is in au np- 
])enling attitude before tho altar; but Mo- 
phistopheles is croilehing behind her, 
whispering evil counsel iu her ear, while 
licr agonizing sotiHs tortured by tho terrible 
strains of the choir., Duspair seizes her, 
and having acconiplislu'd his end, the demon 
steals out of tho church, in a picturesque 
scene, to curry oft' Fauat to the wilchoa' 
levels on thusumiuit of the Brooken. Tlie 
Bummit of the Brooken is shown at tirst us 
a wild and desolate sweep of rock and 
boulder. It is bathed in a dim l'.i'ilight. 
On the toji of a crag Mephistophelos and 
F'aiiHl are seen, ami their arrival i.t signal- 
ized by thunder and lightning, which soKin 
to call forth n uiultitudo of nameless beings 
from tho bowels of tho inoinitain. Witches 
tly across on Ijroonisticks; the stage Bwarins 
with a hellish crow of hooded witclu-s anil 
their familiar-'. Here .Mei)histopheles is 
king; from his grim cynicism be unbends 
to something like bonhomie, allowing iui])s 
to crawl over his kueea, fondling theut as 
us they pass, and joining them iu their 
hideous gambols. Nothing intelligible is 
said or done, but as one witch or anolhei- 
croaks out a ghastly liloasimlry, there is a 
"skirl" of unearthly laughter that makes 
the flesh creep. A piece of the rock on 
which Mephistophelos sits while holding 
his deinouiacle /iTii; soems girdled with t'n'e 
which llusliL-s and crackles. Meainvhilo 
lightiiingH blaze aud thunders roll; then 
comes a mad danco to shrill, jarring stniins 
from thu orchestra, at the close of wbiidi 
the ghostly host vanish. Faust, terribly 
(Xjrcised by this scene, as well ho umy be, 
curses his fate, but his tortures are straight- 
way augmented by a vision of Margaret 
wit'h "a single red lino, no thicker than the 
back of a knife," across her throat. This 
no soonc-r passes than the wild carnival 
recoiuiiienccs, and "before the curtiiiu fulls 
tho moiintuin glows as if it was red liot. 
Nothing like I his, we v(!ntuve to think, has 
oi'er bepu seen on the stage. Its weirdneas 
nmkes the sjjectator shiver. The play then 
rapidly winds up iji tho dungeon scene and 
Margaret's ascent to paradise, and at the 
same moment Arophistopheles seizes Faust 
with the terrible worils, "Hither to me," 
and disapjiears with him iu a blaze of hell- 
Qre.

Ai\ EVENTFUL REIGN. 

Speaking of the coreinonios iiiuideiitnl 
"to the colobration of thu 25th anniversary 
of the nc-cesaioii of William I. to the Ger- 
man throne, the Lundun Statist presont3 
some I'emnrkablu facta for tlio considera- 
tion of ,thu world. Empetxir Williain'a 
iinraBdiivto predecaaaor was William IV. 
of Pruaaia. This monarch, by his bthavior 
durine the 1848 revolution, by his conduct 
towards Dunnmrk and by the capitulation 
of Olmutz had loivored hiniaelf in the 
esteem of the world, humiliated his people 
and diminished the prestige of Prussia so 
much tliat, althouf^h alio still figured as 
one of the great powora,aho had practical 
,ly almost ceased to bo counted for 
anything in serious international alTaira. 
At homo the Germanic confederation ex- 
isted; but the rivalry between Prussia and 
Austria seumed to have ended in the tri- 
umph of Austria. The popular aspiration 
tosvardd unity, disappointed in Prussia, 
turned towards Austria, and the smaller 
states of the confederation wore sotivBly 
bidding for the national leadership. 
Abroad Prussia had come to belittle more 
than a dependent of Kuaaia, Within the 
five-and-twenty years uf the present kiny'a 
reign the Gonniiuii; confederation has 
boon swept away, and the siuallcr Gor- 
man states have been annexed to Pruaaia. 
Austria has been expelled from Germany, 
and from being the chief of the confedera- 
tion lias yank to bo little more than a uo- 
poudent upon the 0' iurt uf Berlm. Ituaaiii, 
wliicli was tlie protootor of I'russia live- 
and-tiventy years agcj, has now to order 
her policy in cn'nformity with the will of 
Berlin. Aud France, which a quarter of u 
Geututy .ago waa at the head of £urope,haa 
sinoo been dinmemberud fur the proQt of 
the Hohonzollerns and sees her place 
taken by Germany. Nor iq it only on 
political and military matters' that the 
progress of Germany has been remark- 
able. She has achieved unification, and 
has risen to the first place in thn political 
world without incurring a great debt or 
matorially adding to her tasation; she has 
become an important maritime nation; 
she has developed great industries; and 
she ia aspiring to make her capital one uf 
the banking centres of the world. Intel- 
lectually, porhnpa, her prcigroBa has been 
less marked, for five-and-twenty years 
ago German thought was at least as influ- 
ential as at present; but there is no evi- 
dence of any real decline intellectually, 
■while, aa wu liave said, politically and 
commercially her progress haa been mar- 
velloua. The Statist continues: The re- 
forms of Stein and Hardonberg emancipa- 
ted the people, stimulated industry and 
spread education.' The long enforced 
peace gave time for wealth to accumulate, 
and the rigorous economy of the govern- 
mant did not draw unduly upon tlie means 
of its subjects. But while we must look 
for the roots of the greatneaa of Pruaaia 
to thu character of the Prussian people 
themselves, we muat also recognize that 
'Ho little part of the succeaa achieved i^ due 
to the monarch during whobo reign that 
. success has been won. And yet ttiu em- 
peror \Villi;im is nut a great man. Ue ia 
not in any sense of the word a man of 
genius; but he has the (luaiity which is 
psrhapa more valuable in a sovereign of 
almost despotic power than even genius 
itself. He haa the capacity for distin- 
guishing the ngoiUs best qualified to carry 
out the will of the country, and having 
once recognized and aelectud those agenta 
he has the steadiness of purpose and the 
freedom from jealousy to support them 
firmly through good and ill report. Even 
his flatterers would hardly claim for the 
aged emperor any liigher pniise than tins; 
that he hud the discernniont to recognize 
the genius of a Bismarck, a Moltke, and 
a Yon Koun, iind to support them in the 
measures which they thought neceagary 
for carrying out hi« policy. That some of 
those measures were more than question- 
able is, of cuurao, not to bo gainsaid. But 
that, upon tho whole, they have helped 
to build UJ5 tho greatneBs and prosperity 
of Germany is eijually indisputable. Yet 
perhaps no reign ever opened more un- 
promisingly than that of William I. of 
Prussia. Fully sharing in the. desire of 
the German people lor unification, the 
Kin;^ of Prussia saw that tho unification 
could bo effected only by force of arms, 
and that tho necessary force of anna could 
be found nowhere but in Pruaaia; yet 
when he attempted to reorganize his army 
80 that it ahould be capable of carrying 
out his purpoae, he was encountered by 
the dogged oppoaition of his parliament. 
That his narliaraent did not underatand 
the objects he aimed at ia how every- 
where admitted; and that ho himself was 
auimsted by a purpose much more noble 
than mere aelfiah aggrandisement ia be- 
yond question: but at the time the eaily 
years of hi.s reign reminded observers of 
tho beginning of the c(jnflict between our 
own Charles I, and his prtrliament, and 
certainly did not promise tlie fruits which 
they have borne.; It is to the credit of 
William that he saw that Prussia wascap- 
ablb of working out tho unification of Ger- 
many, and needed only a military inatru 
mont able tn hold its own against surround- 
ing enemies, ministers and generals cimi- 
petent to carry out her will. That he 
would have failed had he not found a Bis- 
marck and a'Moltko is unquestionable. It 
is his special merit tiiat he had the hu- 
mility to own to himself his own incompe- 
tence, tho patriotism to underatand and 
set hiniaelf to rea.lize the national longing 
for unity, tho knowledge of character to 
discover a Bismarck and a Moltke, and 
the magnanimity to aupport them in 
measurea many of wiiich niu.it have been 
extremely distasteful to himself. In short, 
aa communities can work only through 
governments, the greatness of nations do 
pends upon their finding at their head at 
the critical time individuals capahlo of 
understanding. their will and of selecting 
from themselves those beat Gttod to give 
it full effect^ 

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

For several d.aya past the opposition 
organ has been braying about our not 
baying piibliahed the public acotianta In 
detail — a work of supererogation when 
they are published in volume form by the 
government and available to any who 
may choose to inspect them. We pub- 
lished the balance aheot of tho province 
showing the preponderance of aaseta over 
liabilities, which ia the main point of in- 
terest to the general public, while those 
desiring to go through tho many pages of 
figures bringiiiir them to the same result, 
have tho resource above inentioned. The 
Times has several times ridiculously 
charged us with having traiuftrred the 
balance sheet of the province from its 
columns to our own, as if the same me- 



dium of information were not equoUy 
open to us aa to our self-important con- 
temporary. But while wo can well afford 
to be toleiant toward the diaplay of 
a meaningli'sa impeachment uf that kind, 
it ia followed by a atatement of a nature 
altogether diflforent, to the elFuct that for 
the fiscal year ending June L!0, 1885, tho 
liabilities of tho province exceeded ita 
aaaeta to the amount of to4,000. What 
we aaid before wo now repeat, viz , tliitt 
tho assets at that period over liabilities 
were $49, 7<)^ 7li. Since that time an over- 
draft at tho Bank of liritiah Columbia stood 
on 31st December, 1885, at §140,808; but 
this was reduced tht next day to .*o4,808 
Tho opposition organ, while iutontionaliy 
silent in regard to the substantial public 
works that have been conimi'nced and com- 
jtlctfj within tho term uf t!ie present ad- 
ministration, howld about tlie reckless ex- 
poiiditura of tho government, but fails to 
particularize' an instance. Will it point 
out tho particular district where lavish 
outlay on unnecessary works haa boon 
made ? The necessary expenditure on 
public works, bo it riiniembered, was heavy 
when tho Smitho administration took of- 
fice, owing tu the niiaerablu economy of 
the late government, in ita etl'arta to pro- 
duce a faUo anrpltia iegardlosn of tho faot 
that the wants of every district woro being 
neglected; and yet, in spite of its "short- 
bit" parsimony, it bhink nut of office 
leaving a deficit oj ifl'JSJiCu OS. In con- 
clusiou, it may be remarked that the leader 
of the opposition will not bo given a 
second opportunity tu run tho province 
into debt aa he did between 1870-77, to 
tho extent that tho succeeding Elliott 
government were forced to negotiate a 
loan of §727,500 00; -a legacy upon ivhich 
the province u still paijini/ iniereat at the 
rate of six per cent ! 



TUB LONDON LtloT. 

History repeated it.'ielf — alinust — in the 
London riots of Monday evuuing. '/Vie 
C.donist, which oi'iuainecl tho only account 
of thedeplorablo evBiitsof theduy previous, 
was larerely sought for and read, and the 
astounding news has sinoo formed the 
chief, if not tho only, topic of conversa- 
liou. A riot at Seattle haa been regarded 
as among tho possible events fur a long 
time; but tho public was hardly prepared 
for a aimilar aliair in London. The riot 
ia ascribed to socialists, Ko doubt that 
claaa of persons are ready to fan any flame 
of diaoontont, but the extreme poverty 
of tho niassea in tho great metropolia ia 
tho cause that underlies the agitation. In 
tunea of dire dislrnna men who, at other 
times are orderly and well disposed, will 
fiy to any extreme and foregather with 
persons whom, under other circumstancoa, 
they would shun. Tho distress iu England 
among the working olasaos ia terrible. 
There is absolutely no work for bauds that 
are wiliiug or bread for stomachs that are 
empty. Btirns and his co-agitators have 
seized upon the exititing trade depresHion 
as preseuting an opportunity too favoniblo 
to be lost. They intlauied the populace 
aud when they had become siUiicii utly ex- 
cited dispatched them on an errand of 
spoilatiou. To tho niiomploycd were added 
all tho unruly men aud wonun of the 
metropolia; all the thieves aud eriniiual.s of 
every grade flew to Hwell tho mob. Tho 
best busine.qa parts ot JLpndou would soem 
to have sufleted most. Some of the fgreat 
stores on Begeut street were sacked, and alt 
tiio clubs suffered in windows.^ aud other 
appointments. The police were knocked 
about and otherwise handled roughly. Their 
bearing contra^its favorably with that of tho 
citizen . soldiery at Seattle who shot 
down their fellow citizens upon 
slighter ])rovocatioii, JUit it is 
a serious thing to attempt to disarm 
a man who holds in his hands a lethal 
weapon and who ia thrice-armed with tho 
authority the law haa given him, and tho 
mob probably, undorstoocl what the c >n- 
sequencoa would be. The origin of tho 
two riots was different; but tliey had the 
same end in view — "Broad." Both, then, 
may be classed as tho outcome of labor 
agitation. In the United States a false 
sentiment and a mistaken treaty have 
produced precisely aimilar results that a 
miatakeii fiscal policy ha j brought about 
in England. If foreign ^uods are allowed 
to drive English goods i ut of tho home 
markets while the doord of all foreign na- 
tions are closed against English goods; 
or if alt the unskilled and much of the 
skilled labor of the Pacific States is in the 
hands of Chinamen, who can wonder if 
riot is the outcome of suffering ( It ia to 
bo hoped that tho disturbuncea will open 
the eyes of the atatoanien of both coun- 
tries and induce them to frame policies 
which will at least preserve for the people 
of their respective lands all' the benefits 
that ought to flow from the expenditure 
of capital in their midat. There is much 
in tho telegraphed account of Monday's 
riot that calls to mind the Lord George 
Gordon riots at tho beginning of the pre- 
sent century. Dickons — the greatest 
word-painter that ever lived, save Shakes- 
peare — thus describes one of the scenes 
on that terrible occasion: 

Ha looked back, once, bef.)ru ho left 
tho street, and looked upon a sight not 
easily to bo erased even from his remem- 
brance BO long as he had life. The vint- 
ner's bouse, with half a dozen others near 
at hand, was one tireat glowing glare. All 
night no one had essayed to (juench the 
Uaniea or atop their progress; Out now a 
body of soldiers wore actively engaged in 
pulling down two old wooden houses, 
which were every moment in danger of 
taking fire, and which could scarcely fail 
if they woro left to burn, to extend the 
conflagration iinmeiiBely. The tumbling 
down of nodding walls and heavy blocks 
of wood, the hooting and tho execrations 
of the crowd, tho distant firing of other 
military detachments, the distracted looks 
and cries of thoae nhoso habitations wore 
in danger, the hurrying to and fro of 
frightened people with their goods, the 
reflections in every (luarter of the sky of 
deep, red, roaring tlunes, as though the 
last day had come, and tha whole uni- 
verse were burning; the dust and smoke 
and drift of fleecy particles scorching and 
kindling all they fell upon; tho hot, un- 
wholesome air, the blight'on everything; 
tho stars and moon and very sky obliterat- 
ed, made up such a scene of dreariness and 
ruin that it acomed as if the face of 
heaven were blotted out, and night, in 
its rest and quiet and softened light, never 
could look upon the earth again. But 
theie was a worao spoctaelo than this — 
worse by far thr.n fire and smoke, or even 
tho rabble's unappoaaablo and maniacal 
rage. The guttera of the street and 
every crack and fissuro in tho atones ran 
with scorching .spirit, which being 
dammed up' by bUsy hands'- bVerflowod 
the road and pavement and formed a groat 
pool, into which tho people ('roppcd down 
dead by dozens, 'i'tioy lay in heaps all 
around this fearful pond, liiisbanda and 
wives, fathers and sons, mothora and 
daughtera, women v.'ith children in their 
anna and babies ut the breasts drank till 
they died. While soine^i^stoopad , with 
their lips to the brink and never raised 
their heads again, other,'; aprang up from 
their fiery draught and danced, half in a 
raad triumph and half in tho agony of 
auffo'cation, until they fell and steeped 
their corpaes in the liquor that had killed 
them. Nor was ev^n this worst or moat 



appalling kind of death that happened on commending that, if possible, the sito 
this . fatal ' night.

ing cellars some men ' were drawn 
alive, but all alight from head to 
foot, who in their unondurablo auguiali 
and aulFuring, making for anything that 
had the look of water, rolled hissing in 
this hideous lake, and splashed up liquid 
fire, which lapped up all it met with aa it. 
ran along the surface, and neither apaied', 
the living nor the dead. On the last 
night of the great riota — for the last 
night it waa — the wretched victims of a 
Bonaeless outcry became themselves tho 
dust and ashes uf the flames they had 
kindled, and strewed the public streets uf 
London.

The High iiiccnse Problem. 

To THK Eoitoh: — E see by last Sunday 
morning's issue of The Coloni.-ii that you 
join issue with Mius White for having as- 
serted in one of her lectures that the high 
lioaiiBO plan, like all other plans save pro- 
hibitioi , has proved a decided failure. 
That is, failure to abate tho evil. That 
under high licensu Just as much drunken- 
ness prevailed, just as much sorrow, sin 
and death resulted, oa under "the low 
license ayslem . To prove how mistaken 
she was in coining to that coucluaioii, you 
say that Chicago a year ago adopted a high 
licoiisu ordinance. Tiiat there were then 
3901: houses licensed to soil li(|Uor in uhut 
niunicip.ility, which produced a revenue 
of only uoine 6il.")0,000. After a 
year's trial it waa found that tho number 
of liquor licenses had deoliiiod under the 
high license ayslem to '202tj, and tho 
revenue exceeded $1 ,200,000. Now, to 
produce n revenue of yi.OO.OOO at 10 cunts 
per drink, would only require 1,500,000 
drinks; while, on the other hand, to 
enable the saloon-koopers to pay into tho 
city treaaury Sl,'.iOO,000 under hieh 
license, it would be necessary for 1,200, - 
000 driiika at 10 cents per drink to pass 
the portcullis of thiraly Chieagoans in or- 
der to roali/.e that amount of revenue. 
Or, in othtir worda, tho oonaumptiou under 
high license must have increased just eight 
r old, as compared with low license, asaum- 
iiig that it was out of the pockets of con- 
.suiiiura nnd not aalooii keepera the money 
wna taken wherewith the latter paid the 
license fees. Taking this view of tho sub- 
ject, Miaa White was not so far wrong 
after all in saying that high license as a 
means to abate thu evils growing out of 
the liquor tralSc was a failure. In con- 
clusion! would ask: If 3409 houses pay- 
ing a low license yield a revenue of §1B0.- 
000 a year, how long will it take 20'2(; 
houses paying a hi^h licoiiso, and yield- 
ing a revenue of §1 .200,000 a year, to 
destroy the liquor traOic I

Tho Theatre Royal was cro«ded last 
night in response to a, call by Mr. T. 
Davie, M. P. P., to disouss tho present 
political situation. 

Thu meeting waa called order at 8 p.m. 
wiion i5Ir. N. Shalceapiiare, M. P., was 
voted to tho chair. Having o.\plaiued the 
object uf the meeting the cliairman called 
upon uU members of the local legislature 
present'to take seats on the platform, an 
invitatibii that was accepted by Hon. \V. 
Smithe, Hon. S. Duck, Mr. E. Allen, M. 
P.P., and Mr. T. B. Humphreys. 

Mr, T. Davie, who waa received with 
applause, said it was with pleasure and 
coiiQdence that he approached them that 
night. Oonfideuce when he reflected thnt 
his political record would bear every In- 
spection. There had been occasions in 
Ilia political career when ho had thought 
il iidviaablo to call the [uiblic together 
but had not until the proaetit dimu at>. 
He had not been u slavish supporter of 
the government but had aa yet seen noth- 
ing in their conduct to call for the with- 
drawal of hia allegiance. There wore 
now, howovor, aubjocta which Wern 
brought up which rendered it nocusaary 
to throw the fullest light upon — 
necussary to show how entirely 
false several opposition charges 
wero one of these had been the 
startling charge that a gerrymauderiup; 
.scheme was on the tapis. This was ground- 
less altogether. Then there came the 
charge that a third party wai> forming. Of 
the truth of this hir words that evening au- 
Bwcreil. Then they tried abuse — one of 
their recognized privileges. But tliey de- 
parted from legitimate channels of criti- 
cism nntl attacked the lieutenant-governor, 
whose vury position should have .".hieldod 
him, apart from his personal charaet-.)r. 
Hven hia jjersonal appoaraueo wau criticized 
by thoXimes iu anmnnsr which might have 
been mortifying to His llonor wero he in 
the habit of rending the paper, which tho 
speaker doubted. The opposition then 
raised every obstruction by calling in the 
honso for unnecessary returns so that iv re- 
fn.sal—whichmightba compulsory UU tuo ya^t 
of tho goverumentfrom wantof full returns 
— might bo might be made capital of by the 
opposition. They had asked for the public 
aocounta up to December 31 at a time when 
coinpliauco was impossible, though they 
would be brought down ic duo time. Then 
thoy claimed tbei was i, ilel'icit of S'2'J2,- 
St)-1.83, but since then the opponition hml 
reduced the amount to $'201), 000. Then 
they cliiimed there had been an overdraft of 
$l-iO,80S. This hoaaiuilted, but he woidd 
show this was creditable rather than to bo 
deplored. All the leader of the 
opposition when iu power had 
thought of was to create a 
surplus to the detriment of the materiai 
improvemoiit of the ccnintry. When, 
however, ho left ollice in 1882 it was saitl 
there wiia an overdraft of some JfTO.OOU; 
this moderate overdraft waa at the ex- 
pense of anine 870,000 or S80,000 owing 
to thu claims uf working men in the 
province. [Loud Applause.] There waa 
ni addition to tho overdratt a liability 
over available aaaets uf 5^70,'JS.j,UH; in 
additiou to thia, disputed claims for dry- 
dock wages to the extent of another iSilOOO, 
making in all an actual deficit of about 
§150,000. [Applause ] He would say 
that on the 31st of ia.ti December there 
was not a working man in the province 
who, with a just claim against the coun- 
try had not been paid [choorp], and the 
showing that the Beaven government 
tried in vain to make was at the expense 
of the bono and sinew of the province. 
[Applause ] The speaker then detailed 
the exjjeiiae of tho administration of jua- 
tice — boine i'lJS.dOO, Thu retunia of the 
next four or live irioiitha, which would re- 
lieve this and other neceaaary expendi- 
ture, had not yet been made. Mr. 
Beaven cunningly asked as to the finan- 
cial standing of the province on 31 st De - 
cember, 1885, when he knew that thu 
very next day iho amount would bo de- 
creased by SlOli.OOO. This sliowed thu 
political fraud and villainy of the nppo- 
position. [Loud laughter j All remem- 
bered how one claimant for wages against 
the late government, sick at heart with 
vain application for payment, wau found 
drowned in the harbor — a sadseqiiol togov 
ernmuiital mal-adminiatration. (firoaris.] 
He thoii detailed the extra expenditure on 
public works that had been imide in every 
district to the extent of §18-1,513. 
Ilia hearers could see plainly enough that 
the revenue of the province had been ju- 
diciously expended, and that tho public 
would so record their opiiiion at tho next 
election. He would refer to a letter in 
the Tinjes asking how ho, who received 
more retainers from tho Chinese than 
any other lawyer could be expected 
to assist legislation against them. 
If they paid him he didn't object, but 
there wos this difference, that whereas 
omijloyors of Chinese fed them ho on thu 
other hand despoiled them. [Roara of 
laughter.] As regarded their being good 
pay, they had deteriorated from what 
they were a few years back. They now 
generally offered an order on some store 
or other doubtful collateral security, to 
accept which was against his religion. 
[Renewed laughter.] He could aay thia, 
that he hsd refused a largo fee as rutainer 
to contest the Chinese regulation act. 
[Applause.] He alluded to the efforts of 
the house to restrict Ohiuese immigra- 
tion, two of which had been disallowed. 
Still they, the Chinoao, wore not on al- 
together equal terms with the whites here; 
they were subject to a cubic air bylaw, for- 
bidden removal of thuir dead, increase of 
mining licenses, inability to take up land, 
etc. Owing to cheaeacdotheroiroum^tanoes 
during thu past nine months no less than 
1300 Chinese had left the province. [Ap- 
plauae ] The paasiige of the present Uhi- 
neao restriction act waa directly due to 
otTorts of the local house, backed up by 
the present chairman. [Ciieurs.] As to 
another charge, he would like to know 
what bogus law he had piissedin the hriuse 
that had been disalluwed. Those Chitieau 
reatriution acts which hidl been disallowed 
wore emanationa of a committee formed 
from the house, and moreover he believed 
tue time would yet come when those laws 
would he recognized as constitutional. 
Not a Chinaman wos employed on the 
building ho had erected. He saw a China- 
man digging on the foundotion for his 
building, and although it was not stipula- 
ted in tiio contract, he inaistod on tho 
man's discharge, which accordingly waa 
.done. [Applause ] With regard to accu- 
sations against Mr. Dunsmuir, he would 
say that there v.'aa no master who was a 
better friend to tho workmen whom he 
employed, The money he made be spent 



in the placo and lived amongst them, as 
a benefactor to them, and he [tho speak- 
er] would also say that there was no oapi- 
taliat in tho world who waa less of a tyrant 
than Mr. R. Dunsmuir. [Loud applauae.] 
He would say the same if it coat him his 
election, for if there waa one thing he dea- 
pisud it was for a man to be a hypocrite. 
[Laughter.] Passing on, he said that what 



ever good a governmeafc did, somebody j gard to what is stated as the land givon 



would be found to oppose it. The subject 
of a change of site for the law- 
courts wag entitled to consideration, 
one point of view being the delay 
occaaionod to all having busineaa there — 
jurors amongst others. The government 
itself would not be able to obtain a favor- 
able vote in the house for the handing^ 
over of such a valuable site aa tho present 
provincial and city jail to the corporation, 
and a mure favorable situ could bo ob- 
tained for a market. In regard to the 
overdraft ha would say thiit tho fact thu 
that biu'.k waa willing to advance to tho 
government at a low rtile of interest such 
a sum as S140,000 showed the confidence 
they had in the presort government. 
Thia government had received from tho 
Dominion government some §384,000, 
which the opposition claimed should not 
be called an asset. I^hey ignored this 
sum, therefore, and claimed there waa a 
deficit of §293,000. So far from this be- 
ing the case the expenditure dnriop the 
year 1884 and 188-4-5 had been within the 
revenue by some §90,000, and he invited 
anyone present to examine the figures in 
the putilic accounts for those periods. 
Spying a practical uccouiitaiit in the audi- 
ence he asked: 

"Mr. Carey would you like to examine 
them }" 

"No thank you," responded that gen- 
tleman, "I don't cara to look at them." 
[Laughter. | 

At this point a wild looking gentloman, 
with long hair, who waa sitting at a table 
near tho foot-lights, said ho could prove 
the speaker to be making false statements. 

Mr. Davie— I will talk to you when I 
get through. In the meantime you had 
better look over tho uccounta and get 
posted. 

"I can prove it right now," said the 
stranger; and he coininoncod the attempt, 
when ho was interrupted by cries of "wait 
till the speaker hae finished," "Sit down," 
"Turu him out," "He's drank," etc., 
which compelled him for the tiiiio being 
to lapao into ailencu. 

Air. Davie, eoiitinitiuy, said that one ury 
against the guvermufiit was that they wero 
giving away and squaiidoriug tho huids of 
the province. The cry of the I'urt Simpson 
"stind," as it was calK-d, was originated by 
a resurvu on the lands there not having 
bu(!n ga/.L'lted iu IST'.J. .Application was 
made to tho present governiiieiit regarding 
the lands there anil tiiuling the allotnients 
to the Indiana had been made, the reserve 
was lifted and several persons took up land. 
The only plausible couiplalnt made was 
that no notice of the lifting of the reserve 
oven as there had been no gaKutte notice 
published when it was first made. The 
main opponents ol the Kooteuay bill wero 
the ;*upporters of the goveruuiont.and it was 
only owing to the assislnnee of the opposi- 
tion that tlie bill \Yas uarricil, and yet the 
oi)porfitiou now sought to tarn that measure 
into a cry ugaiusL the government. 
The bill us originally iiitruducud into 
the house and supporte'.^ by the members 
of the opposition, particularly Beaven and 
Galbraith, proposed to grant thu compa- 
ny i, 500,000 acres; but it waa government 
incmbera who m the lirst placo razed tho 
grant one-half, and then lienimed it in 
with such safeguards and cu;;d>t!ona aa 
avoided tho possibility of oppression. The 
land granted was believed to be princi- 
pally of a character which individual en- 
terprise would never make productive, 
ami it had niucii to do with the pa.saago of 
the bill that the tax of u cents per aero 
would, in a fev.- years, yield q standing re- 
turn forever of §37,500 u year, as 750, OOD 
acres would bring that much uud pay reve- 
nue. If thoy completed oil the arrange- 
ments it would be found that the Rootenny 
Co. had paid a very big jn-ico for their land, 
and he thought they would never po.ssesn 
one acre ol land that they did not pay lor. 
There was $iio,OUO on deposit with the gov- 
orumeut which would iikely be forfuitod. 
Jteferring to tho Settli-ineiit Bill and Islaiul 
railway, he regreltetl that ho was powerless 
to insert an embargo ia the act against the 
•"iMiloyiiieiit of ChiiiL'isi-, 1111(1 the honorable 
prnniLT wiis uf the suiiii' mind ou the quea- 
tiou. Iu ten years, howovor, the lands 
would be settled and u large revenue 
brought into' the provincial treas- 
ury. The cry years ago had been 
for the Island railway — they would sepa- 
rate if the torminua uf the O. I'. H. was 
not at Eaquimault. The IJuavou govern- 
ment had essayed to build tho road and 
had endeavored to pass the Clements bill 
when no provision was made for. any 
stipulated size of road or for the settle- 
ment of lands. There waa no clause ex- 
cluding tho Chinese. They hud tried to 
give the roada and lands lu Ulcmenta & 
Co., who ivould not have spent a dollar 
in the country, but would have come in 
with the intention of making all they 
coi,ild out of it and not be prepared to 
liberally deal with the people as was the 
case with Dunsmuir, who was greatly in- 
terested in the country. The gentlemen 
who now opposed the government be- 
cause there wasnoclauao against tho Chi- 
ncso, in the Island railway bill, were pre- 
pared to endorse a bill that was not half 
so favorable to the progress of the coun- 
try. There waa no reaulution in regard 
to sale ( f lands, but the latter would have 
been awarded to thu company to do with 
Uo they deaired With the settlement 
bill it had buen different, and since its 
passage 1000 families had gone in on the 
lands. The present government had 
spent largo sums in improving the facili- 
ties for settling the country, and large 
amounts on tho perfecting of the educa- 
tional system in order tn attract popula- 
tion to the country, [Applause.] Ho 
would not further detain them and 
thought that he had stated his case fairly, 
but would bo prepared to answer any 
questions that might be aiiggeated by the 
audience or v?ould answer any remarks that 
might bo made. Mr. Davie retired amid 
great applause. 

There were loud calls for Beaven, Grant 
and Humphreys. 

The latter, after repeated calls, oame 
to the front and naid while he agreed with 
much th-it tho previous speaker had s.iid, 
liealsodiaaeiitedconsiderablyfromliim Re- 
furring to the provinceque3tion,h6 ihought 
that some of the men who had assumed 
the position of Gnanco miuiater 
wero as unacquainted with political 
economy as a Kamackatka Siwash. 
[Laughter ] He had at one time been a 
dnance minister, and thought he knew as 
much ivhen he entered ollico as the rest 
of them — that ia nothing. [Lsughter. ] 
With regard to defioita, he thought that 
the present government had done no bet- 
ter and no worae than their predecosaora. 
He said this in .ill fairness, for he would 
confess that ho wna opposed to thorn. 
However, ho thought that they had uot 
done any worae tlinii their predecessors. 
There was a dillerence in jjvevious expen- 
ditures and those ' of ' to-day,' as 
the former were chiefly in making 
now ronds. The expenditures of 
the present guvornmeiib were not 
in the making of new roads, but in tink- 



ering at roads pkade by previous govern- 
ments. Therefore, he thought that the 
expenditure made was too large fur the 
results attained. Thia resulted from lack 

of proper supervision. Scattered through 
the province were a large number uf 
highly paid civil sorvatita, over which the 
present governmont, to his mind, had nut 
exercised a proper supervision. With re- 



away to syndicates and ao on: First, the 

so-called land grab at Fort Simpson. 
That svaa an ugly affair. Bufora the re- 
serve waa thrown open and publialiod 
ill tho Gazette a uuin was on his way 
to Fort Simpson to take up land 
in the interests uf mon, some of whom, 
were members of the local legislature. 
As a principle the Koeteiiay sahome could 
not bo approved of. Il had Seen intro- 
duced by a member of the present ';ppo- 
sition it waa true, but mines in such 
a largo grant of land aa 1,500,000 acres 
euuld not bo properly developed, The 
farCt of a committee having rti/ed it tn half 
the quantity did uot affect tlfe principle. 
The land was fabulously rich and it waa 
not in the interest of the province to 
place £uoh a large area in the hands uf a 
few. Then there was the Island railway 
[laughter.] He would say, in justice to 
the government, that for many years the 
people had been bothering succoasive 
governments to h&ve it built, but a gov- 
ernment had no right to give away such a 
large bolt uf land without any immediate 
or prospective benefit'in ."-eturn for such 
a urant. I3ut ho blamed tho Dominion 
governmont mere than tho James buy 
government for not having ahowu better 
judgment and care for the weal of tho 
people in not restricting the grant to the 
lands simply; and for having also given 
the minerala beneath them and tho sub- 
sidy of s7r)U,000 which ought to have gone 
to reduce public ta.\.atii)n. Ho believed 
in giving to wealth, as well as to industry, 
what legitimately belonged to it for ita 
investmuiit, but there waa such a thing as 
giving too much, and this had been done 
in tho case of the Island railway — a rail- 
way that would not confer so much buno- 
!it to the i)rovinoo a.s these siHtlers who 
had been lately located at Alboriii. Ho 
hoped thoy would bear in mind at the 
next election thu facts he hud moutioned. 
Personally he objected to both the gov- 
ernment and the opposition [laugbter], 
and though he had no intention of run- 
ning at the next eleotiou, still what 
he wanted to see waa a new deal all round, 
[tlenewed laoghtor ] His cxporieiicu 
told him that it was not safe for the coun- 
ty to keep u govurnment in power for 
lunger than one term, and his advice to 
the people was to kick them out ovury 
time. [Hoars of lauuhtor.] Every gov- 
erijinont — he spoke, ho said, impartially — 
wanted watching; for if the peoplo did 
not watch them they would watch thu 
people, and sooner or later they would 
beat tho oooplo out of everything — if thoy 
had anything. [Renewed laughter and 
applauso ] Before concluding he wished 
to say that credit waa due to Mr. Theo. 
Davie for having had the courage to call 
a public mooting at this time. Ho always 
admired a man, iiu matter what that man's 
views might be, who acted iu the manner 
that Mr. U'avie had done [choorsj, and ho 
moved an address of thanks to that gen- 
tleman for the able addt^ess ihat he had 
delivered to his constituents that night. 
[Cheers]. 

Thu motion was seconrled and carried 
with onthusiaam. * 

Mr. Davie in retnrniug thanks 
.said ho could not see that he 
had done anything courageous, but merely 
his duty iu explaining satisfactorily many 
political qucstiouB. While nppreoiatiug the 
last speaker's motion, he might say that it 
WHH a matter of regret that the latter when 
in (itKcehad not called hiK constituente to- 
gi-lher; a thing that be didn't do until ho 
sought re-rluctioij ; but he had left them »o 
long that, to use Mr. Iluuiplirey 's own 
words, "they left [)oor Trvni out iu the cold." 
[ Hoars oi laughter.] Tho .speaker main- 
tained that the vesli-ti right to the precious 
motals could not bo taken from the crown 
unless thoy were sjH'ciidly moutioned, and 
ho held therefore that miners were as fn^e 
to prospect on th.i island ;is they ever were. 
[Applause.] 

A vote of 'hanks to the ohairmau having 
been moved i;u(l carried unanimously, the 
meeting iidjoiirued.

LoNDOX, Feb. 5. — The Marquis of 
Salisbury to-day received a aeputation 
of unemployed •workmen, who called 
to urge upon hiui the necessity exist 
ing for government help. Lord Salis- 
bury told the men he con.sidered the 
question they jiresonted more serious 
than the Irish question. He, however, 
. , denounced the policy in, xVOgue BU£j?ng 
..foreign governments of fosteri tig in- 
dustries by granting bounties from the 
public treasury, calling it false political 
economy. He expressed a hope that tht^ 
electory of Great ISritnin would give 
parliament the [lowor to influence fi)r- 
eign governments to abandon such a 
policy. Concerniug the land question. 
Lord [Salisbury h-aid the proposition to 
help the poor by furnishing land to re- 
claim was impracticable, for the rea- 
son nobody would iuVest capital in the 
work of reclaituing bad lands .so lone 
as the good lands of the country do 
not pay. The ex-premier declared that 
statesmen and parliament must con- 
front the question of how to best solve 
the problem of relieving the present 
general di.stresH, which was growing, 
while the ])opulation was increasing, 
and caused euiiyration. Governmental 
support of private enterprises might be 
a good- way to atford temporary relief, 
and promotion of public works might 
be another. Ele would do his utmost to 
contribute to a satisfactory solution of 
the problem. 

.VOT VKT FILLED. 

London, Feb. 5. — The otHce of lord 
of the privv seal has not yet been fill 
ed. 

It is reported that Earl Granville 
will soon retire from the colonial secre- 
taryship and be appointed lord of the 
privy Keal; and Eurl Roseberry will be 
irunst'erred to the colonial secretary, 
ship, and that Sir Charles Dilke will 
be appointed to the foreign secretary- 
ship. 

Archbishop Croke apjjroves of the 
scheme to buy out the Irish landlords. 
The archbishoi) believes that the itMital 
of the whole; of Iri.'land is under 
£7,000,000, ai'l further, that as the 
Irish tenantry will not acc.^[)t the 
scheme for giving landlords anything 
like twenty year.s' rent purchase, the 
estimate, he thinks of .£100,000,000 is 
too high.
